Possibility of obtaining River 
Park's Paradise Beach area 
as a recreation center for Sac- 
ramento State College students 
was extinguished when Stu- 
dent Council Wednesday moved 
to table the discussion indef- 
initely 

A report by Pat Baxter, 
health, P.E. and recreation rep- 
resentative, stated that the Sac- 
ramento Health Department 
has declared the water unsafe 
for swimming and boating due 
to up-river sewage contamina- 
tion. A project by the city rec- 
reation department may also 
change the course of the river 
present sand beach area. 

Miss Baxter stated that she 
was informed by city develop- 
ment officials that the ASSSC 
could help further develop- 
ment of the Glenn Hall Rec- 
reation Park area in River 
Park adjacent to Paradise 
Beach. Funds have been provid- 
ed by the city of Sacramento 
for the development, but there 
is no set date for expansion of 
the present recreafion area. 

The prospects of further 
development of the recreation- 
al aspects of Alumni Grove was 
discussed; however, no action 
was taken.

Of Speaker John E. Moss 


Rep. John E. Moss (D-Sacramento) will discuss Secrecy in Gov- 
ernment Tuesday at 1 p.m. in the second of a series of world affairs 
seminars in the Ribera Room. Moss, serving his fourth term as rep- 


resentative of the Third District 
which includes Sacramento, 
Glenn, Colusa, Yolo, Sutter, and 
Yuba counties, has been assecia- 
ted for several years with a 
drive against extensive secrecy 
within the federal government. 

He recently received the Vir- 
ginia Press Association's Silver 
Press award in recognition of 
his efforts in Congress on be- 
half of freedom of information. 
Last year he was presented 
Arizona University’s John Peter 
Zenger Award in recognition of 
his activities in this field. 

Moss is a member of the 
House Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee and the 
Government Operations Com- 
mittee. In 1956 he was a mem- 
ber of the Democratic Piatform 
Committee at the National Dem- 
ocratic Convention. 

The congressman won MNna- 
tional attention in recent years 
with his investigation of report-
